RSS news feeds are rapidly becoming the way to publish information in a timely 
fashion without pushing emails and cluttering inboxes. The user initially downloads 
an RSS reader and subscribe to the feed by going to the relevant feed site. 


Jim EI4HH has introduced a service on a trial basis for IRTS members which will 
publish brief details of items such as AGM and Rally details, IRTS News and Contest 
Dates. This is not intended to be a high through-put information service but rather an 
intermittent service which would keep active operators up to date with frequent 
snippets of relevant information.

Russia to Adopt CEPT Licence 


The Russian State Commission for Radio Frequencies decided recently to adopt CEPT 
Recommendation T/R 61-01. This is the recommendation that sets out the 
arrangements for the CEPT licensing system. This step will increase further the 
facilities for radio amateurs to operate while on a short visit to another country 


without the necessity of obtaining a licence from the authorities of the country being 
visited.
